Anyone planning to vist the Kern River 


and its Upper Basin this summer, or at | 


any time, will be interested in a Complete 
Guide to the Upper Kern River Basin, by 
Oliver Kehrlein, as published in the 1955 
Base Camp Book. a 

This Guide deseribes and diagrams (with 
elevation sketches) all of the trails in 
the region--those tough approach trails 
which make access to the basin so diffi- 
cult, and the basin trails which are 
marked incorrectly and incompletely on 
the topographical maps. Also shown on a 
series of maps, are the best campsites; 
the water holes~-so precious in this 
country; the ducked trails and the knap- 
sack routes. 

The Natural Sciences Seetion includes 
descriptions and list of wildflowers, 
birds and trees--and under the latter 
classification, an explanation as to why 
Foxtail has persisted here as the domin- 
ant timberline tree, 

The Sections on Geology and Glaciology 
explain why the King-Kern Divide runs 
east and west and why the Kern flows ; 
south; why Mt. Whitney and its neighbor- 
ing peaks are so highs why the whole Basin 
is different from the rest of the Sierra;
